Flying J has postponed development of our proposed Richton Park travel plaza due to the potential impact 
of the Cook County Motor Fuels Taxes on our ability to compete successfully in the market. The current 
6 cent per gallon county motor fuels tax is not applied in Will County just one mile to the south. 

Recently we met with you and county staff to convey our concern and to request your assistance with 
coordinating county mitigation of this large tax differential. A packet of information for the evaluation of 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners and staff for their upcoming June 19th Board Meeting has 
been submitted. This includes the following: 

• An introduction 

• A draft cooperative agreement 

• Fiscal Benefit Analysis 

• Project Tax Analysis 
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The proposed cooperation agreement creates a mechanism which forwards nearly all of the dollars 
collected through motor fuels taxes to the Village to then be returned to Flying J as an economic 
development incentive to locate in the Village of Richton Park. 

It is our sincere desire that we find resolution to this issue as soon as possible. With the assistance of the 
county our development may still become a reality benefiting all concerned.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE 

COOK COUNTY EMPLOYMENT DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP BENEFITS RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is committed to fairness and nondiscrimination in 
the workplace; and 

WHEREAS. Cook County is an equal opportunity employer which respects the diversity of family living 
arrangements of all it’s workers; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois, (“County”) is a Home Rule Unit pursuant to Section 6(a) of 
Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois and is constitutionally authorized to exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the recruitment, hiring, retention and compensation of County employees and the terms, 
privileges and conditions of their employment are matters pertaining to the County’s government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance prohibits employment discrimination on the 
basis of sex, marital status and sexual orientation: and 

WHEREAS, many private companies, including approximately 500 Fortune 1000 companies, and many 
units of local government, as well as numerous colleges and universities, provide health insurance and 
other benefits to Employees for their domestic partners regardless of the gender of the partners : and 
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WHEREAS, some government and private employers have implemented benefits programs that allow 
unmarried workers to select one adult household member for the provided benefits if the selected 
household member is a domestic partner of the employee or a close blood relative under 65 years old and 
dependent on the employee; and 

WHEREAS, the County desires to offer benefits similar to benefits offered by private employers and 
other public employers to allow the County to attract and retain high quality public sector employees; and 

WHEREAS, the County has home rule authority to provide County Employees with Qualified Domestic 
Partners, as defined herein, comparable benefits to those the County provides to Employees with spouses; 
and 

WHEREAS, on April 6, 1999 the Cook County Board of Commissioners approved the Cook County 
Employee Domestic Partnership Benefits Resolution, providing health and other related benefits to the 
qualifying same sex domestic partners of Cook County Employees: and 

WHEREAS, during the Committee Hearings discussing Domestic Partnership Benefits it was stated that 
extending benefits to same sex couples was merely an initial step and the feasibility of extending benefits 
to non married heterosexual couples and other domestic relationships for Cook County Employees. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I-TITLE 

This Resolution shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Employee Domestic 
Partnership Benefits Resolution. 

SECTION II - DEFINITIONS 

As used in this Resolution: 

A. “Affidavit of Domestic Partnership” means an affidavit in the form specified by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Human Resources 

B. “Employee” means a person who receives compensation from the County and is eligible for 
Health Insurance Benefits and Leave Benefits. 

C. “Health Insurance Benefits” means all health insurance coverage, including vision and dental 
insurance benefits and employee assistance program benefits that the County provides to its 
Employees. 

D. “Leave Benefits” means leave that the County provides to its Employees. 

E. “Qualified Domestic Partner” means a person who is the domestic partner of an Employee and 
who satisfies the conditions set forth in Section III (C) of this Resolution. 

SECTION III - BENEFITS AND ELIGIBILITY 

A. An Employee who presents a satisfactory Affidavit of Domestic Partnership to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Human Resources shall be eligible to receive the same Health Insurance Benefits for 
his or her domestic partner and the domestic partner’s unmarried dependents as the County 
provides to an Employee for his or her spouse and the spouse’s unmarried dependents. 
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B. An Employee who presents a satisfactory Affidavit of Domestic Partnership to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fluman Resources shall be eligible to receive the same Leave Benefits with regard to 
his or her domestic partner or a member of the domestic partner’s immediate family as the 
County would provide to an Employee with regard to his or her spouse or a member of the 
spouse’s immediate family. 

C. An Employee shall be eligible to receive Flealth Insurance Benefits and Leave Benefits as set 
forth above in Section III (A) and (B) if the Employee and his or her domestic partner state in 
Affidavit of Domestic Partnership that: 

1. The Employee and the domestic partner are each other’s sole domestic partner and each 
is responsible for the other’s common welfare; and 

2. Neither the Employee nor the domestic partner is legally married; and 

3. The Employee and the domestic partner do not have a blood relationship that would 
otherwise bar marriage in the State of Illinois; and 

4. Both the Employee and the domestic partner are at least 18 years of age, but less than 65 
years of age, ar e th e sam e se*; and currently reside at the same residence; and 

5. At least two of the following four conditions exist: 

a. The Employee and the domestic partner have resided together continuously 
during the twelve (12) month period preceding the filing of the Affidavit of 
Domestic Partnership; 

b. The Employee and the domestic partner own a residence in either common or 
joint tenancy; 

c. The Employee and the domestic partner have at least two of the following 
arrangements: 

i. A joint title to a motor vehicle; 

ii. A joint credit card account; 

iii. A joint checking account; 

iv. A lease for a residence identifying both the Employee and the domestic 
partner as tenants; 

d. The domestic partner is identified as a primary beneficiary in the Employee’s 
will. 

6. The Employee and his or her domestic partner must provide proof of residency every six 
months. 

7. The Employee and his or her domestic partner recognize that to remain eligible to receive 
the Health Insurance Benefits and Leave Benefits as set forth in Sections III (A) and (B) of 
this Resolution, the conditions set forth in the Affidavit of Domestic Partnership must 
continue to be satisfied. 
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D. The Employee must notify the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources in writing within thirty 
(30) days of any change in the circumstances which have been attested to in the Affidavit of 
Domestic Partnership. Within thirty (30) days of receipt of such notice, or as soon as practicable 
thereafter, the Chief shall issue a written determination as to whether the Employee is eligible to 
receive Health Insurance Benefits and Leave Benefits as set forth in Section III (A) and (B) 
above. If the Chief determines that the Employee is no longer qualified and eligible to receive 
these benefits, all benefits accruing to the Employee’s domestic partner and the partner’s 
dependent children, except those benefits accruing as a result of the Employee’s death, shall be 
terminated no less than (30) days after the date of the Chiefs written determination. The Chief 
shall immediately provide written notice to the Employee and the domestic partner of this 
termination. 

SECTION IV - RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources is authorized to promulgate rules and regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this Resolution. 

SECTION V - SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to be invalid or unenforceable for 
any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or provision shall not affect any 
of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 

SECTION VI - EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Resolution shall take effect on_, 2001.

WHEREAS, The County of Cook, Illinois (the "Issuer"), a home rule unit and municipal 
corporation of the State of Illinois, is authorized by the provisions of the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Illinois, including, without limitation, Article VII, Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 
1970, to exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Issuer proposes to issue its Industrial Development Revenue Bonds, Series 2001 
(Little Lady Foods, Inc. Project) (the "Bonds"), in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed 
$5,500,000 pursuant to an Indenture of Trust (the "Bond Indenture”), by and between the Issuer and 
Amalgamated Bank of Chicago, as bond trustee (the "Bond Trustee"); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to a Loan Agreement (the "Loan Agreement") by and between the Issuer 
and Little Lady Foods, Inc., an Illinois corporation (the "Borrower"), the Issuer proposes to lend the 
proceeds from the sale of the Bonds to the Borrower in order to (i) provide funds to finance, refinance or 
provide reimbursement for the costs of acquiring, constructing, equipping and improving a manufacturing 
facility to produce food products to be located at 2241 Pratt Boulevard, Elk Grove Village, Illinois, 
located in the jurisdiction of the Issuer (ii) refund all of the outstanding $3,000,000 original principal 
amount of Industrial Development Revenue Bonds, Series 1997 (Little Lady Foods, Inc. Project) of the 
Issuer, the proceeds of which were used to pay all or a portion of the costs of acquiring, constructing, 
equipping and improving a manufacturing facility to produce food products at 2323 Pratt Boulevard, Elk 
Grove Village, Illinois, located in the jurisdiction of the Issuer ((i) and (ii) above are collectively referred 
to herein as the "Project") and (iii) to pay all or a portion of the costs of issuance in connection therewith; 
and 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to the Bond Indenture, the Issuer will assign to the Bond Trustee all of the 
Issuer's rights under the Loan Agreement (except the Issuer's Unassigned Rights) as security for the 
Bonds, and the Bonds will be payable solely out of payments to be made by the Borrower under the Loan 
Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, in order to comply with certain provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 
(the "Code"), the Issuer held a public hearing on June 18, 2001 (the "Public Hearing"), concerning the 
issuance of the Bonds for which due notice was given by publication in the Chicago Sun-Times on June 1, 
2001;and 

WHEREAS, forms of the Loan Agreement, the Remarketing Agreement, the Placement 
Agreement, the Placement Memorandum (as hereinafter defined) and the Bond Indenture have been 
prepared and presented to this meeting: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The Board of Commissioners hereby finds that all of the recitals contained in the 
preambles to this Ordinance are true, correct and complete and are hereby incorporated by reference 
thereto and are made a part hereof. 

Section 2. The financing and/or refinancing of the Project and the payment of necessary 
expenses incidental thereto are hereby authorized and determined to be in the public interest and in 
furtherance of the public purposes of the Issuer. 

Section 3. In order to provide funds to carry out the public purposes set forth in Section 2 
hereof, there are hereby authorized to be issued the revenue bonds of the Issuer in an aggregate principal 
amount not to exceed $5,500,000, which bonds shall be designated "Industrial Development Revenue 
Bonds, Series 2001 (Little Lady Foods, Inc. Project)" (the "Bonds"). 

The Bonds shall be issuable as fully registered bonds without coupons; shall be dated, executed and 
authenticated in the manner set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall bear interest from their date on the 
unpaid principal thereof at the rates per annum set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall be payable as to 
principal and interest at the times and in the amounts set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall mature as set 
forth in the Bond Indenture; and shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity at the times, under the 
circumstances, in the manner and at the redemption prices set forth in the Bond Indenture. 

The Bonds, together with the interest payable thereon, shall be limited obligations of the Issuer, payable 
solely from the payments to be made pursuant to the Loan Agreement. The Bonds shall not constitute 
indebtedness or general obligations of the Issuer, the State of Illinois or any political subdivision thereof 
within the meaning of any constitutional provision or statutory limitation, and shall not constitute or give 
rise to a pecuniary liability of the Issuer or a charge against the general credit or taxing power of the 
Issuer, the State of Illinois or any political subdivision of the State of Illinois. No owner of any Bond 
shall have the right to demand payment of the principal of, premium, if any, or interest on any Bond from 
any funds of the Issuer. 

Section 4, The Bonds shall be issued in compliance with and under authority of the 
provisions of this Ordinance and the Bond Indenture. The Bonds shall be executed on behalf of the Issuer 
with the official manual or facsimile signature of the President of the Board of Commissioners and 
attested by the County Clerk, and shall have printed thereon a facsimile of its corporate seal or impressed 
thereon manually its corporate seal. In case any officer who shall have signed (whether manually or in 
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facsimile) any of the Bonds shall cease to be such officer of the Issuer before the Bonds have been 
authenticated by the Bond Trustee or delivered or sold, such Bonds with the signatures thereto affixed 
may, nevertheless, be authenticated by the Bond Trustee, and delivered, and may be sold by the Issuer, as 
though the person or persons who signed such Bonds had remained in office. The appointment of 
Amalgamated Bank of Chicago, as trustee under the Bond Indenture, is hereby approved. 

Section 5. The forms, terms and provisions of the Loan Agreement, the Remarketing 
Agreement, the Placement Agreement and the Bond Indenture are hereby in all respects approved, and the 
President of the Board of Commissioners and, where indicated in such documents, the County Clerk, are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to execute and deliver the Loan Agreement, the Remarketing 
Agreement, the Placement Agreement and the Bond Indenture in the name and on behalf of the Issuer. 
The Loan Agreement, the Remarketing Agreement, the Placement Agreement and the Bond Indenture, as 
executed and delivered, shall be in substantially the forms now before this meeting and hereby approved, 
or with such changes therein as shall be approved by the officers of the Issuer executing the same, their 
execution thereof to constitute conclusive evidence of their approval of any and all changes or revisions 
therein from the forms of the Loan Agreement, the Remarketing Agreement, the Placement Agreement 
and the Bond Indenture now before this meeting; and from and after the execution and delivery of the 
Loan Agreement, the Remarketing Agreement, the Placement Agreement and the Bond Indenture, the 
officers, agents and employees of the Issuer are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such 
acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out the intent and 
accomplish the purposes of this Ordinance and to comply with and make effective the provisions of the 
Loan Agreement, the Remarketing Agreement, the Placement Agreement and the Bond Indenture, as 
executed. 

Section 6. The sale of the Bonds pursuant to the Placement Agreement to LaSalle Capital 
Markets, a Division of ABN AMRO Financial Services, Inc. at a price equal to not less than 98% of the 
principal amount thereof, is hereby authorized and approved. In connection with the sale of the Bonds, it 
is contemplated that a Placement Memorandum (the "Placement Memorandum") will be distributed and 
the Issuer hereby approves the distribution of the Placement Memorandum in connection with the sale of 
the Bonds. 

Section 7. The actions of the President of the Board of Commissioners and the County 
Clerk of the Issuer heretofore taken in connection with the Bonds are hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Section 8. From and after the execution and delivery of said documents, the proper officials, 
agents and employees of the Issuer are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and 
things and to execute all such documents, including a Tax Exemption Agreement and Certificate and a 
Letter of Representations with The Depository Trust Company, as may be necessary to carry out and 
comply with the provisions of said documents as executed, and to further the purposes and intent of this 
Ordinance, including the preambles hereto. 

Section 9. The adoption and approval of this Ordinance shall constitute approval of the 
Bonds by the Board of Commissioners and the President of the Board of Commissioners for purposes of 
Section 147(f) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (the "Code"). 

Section 10. The Board of Commissioners hereby allocates to the Bonds $2,440,000 of the 
Issuer's volume cap allocation under Section 146 of the Code. 

Section 11. All acts and doings of the officials of the Issuer that are in conformity with the 
purposes and intent of this Ordinance and in furtherance of the issuance of the Bonds be, and the same are 
hereby in all respects, approved and confirmed. The Issuer hereby covenants that it will take no action or 
fail to take any action that would cause the Bonds to become invalid. 
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Section 12. The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be separable and if any 
section, phrase or provision shall for any reason be declared by a court of competent jurisdiction to be 
invalid or unenforceable, such declaration shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the remainder 
of the sections, phrases and provisions hereof. 

Section 13. This Ordinance shall constitute complete authority for the issuance of the Bonds. 
All ordinances, orders and resolutions and parts thereof in conflict herewith are to the extent of such 
conflict hereby repealed, and this Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force immediately upon its 
adoption. 

Section 14. A copy of this Ordinance shall be filed in the office of the County Clerk and shall 
be made available for public inspection in the manner required by law. 

Section 15. This Ordinance shall become effective upon its passage and approval.
